Blood Credit 
‘In Red' Again 

Solicitations begin next week 
for blood donors to help erase an 
“in the red” situation that has 
occurred in the Convair San Di- 
ego blood program. 

Employees working in Bldgs. 2, 
3, 8, 14, 16, 32 and 33 are being 
signed up to give blood March 20. 

The blood program, which pro- 
vides blood without cost to em- 
ployees or members of their im- 
mediate families, has enjoyed 
several months of normal opera- 
tion, thanks largely to above av- 
erage donations in December and 
January at Plant 2 and all engi- 
neering functions. 

Volunteers then supplied more 
than the 125 pints necessary to 
operate each month with ade- 
quate reserves. However, only 77 
pints were collected in February 
which will likely leave the pro- 
gram some 40 pints in debit by 
March 20. 

“We hope to attract more vol- 
unteers than usual this month to 
ease the situation,” said Frank 
Pickard of employee services. 


Sea Routes Considered 


For 440 Tooling Shift 


Convair San Diego this week 
scanned land, sea and air routes 
east as it prepared for the trans- 
fer of Model 440 tooling to Cana- 
dair, Ltd. of Montreal, Canada, 
in what may become the largest 
tooling transfer Convair ever 
made. 

The international exchange re- 
calls the shift of the B-36 modi- 
fication program from Fort 
Worth to San Diego ïin 1950. 
However, the current move over- 
shadows that project and will 
near the two-million-pound mark 
before it is completed. 

Originating in San Diego and 
terminating in Montreal, the ship- 
ments will include a major part 
of the production facilities for 
the Convair 440 transport. On the 
receiving end will be Canadair, a 
General Dynamics (Corporation 
subsidy, which plans to manufac- 
ture a turboprop version of the 
famed Convair transport. 

Already on order with Cana- 
dair are 10 airplanes for the

Naish’s task will be the direc- 
tion of many of the nation’s most 
important defense projects: the 
Atlas intercontinental ballistic 
missile, the Terrier anti-aircraft 
missile, the B-58 Hustler super- 
sonic bomber and the F-102 and 
F-106 supersonic all-weather in- 
terceptors. Also receiving his 
close attention will be the Con- 
vair Model 880 commercial jet 
transport, fastest of the new air- 
liners. 

Naish was born in New York 
City July 12, 1907, and is a 
graduate of Fordham University 
(where he last year received an 
honorary doctorate of laws). For 
the first five years of his busi- 
ness career, he worked in the 
New York Stock Exchange as an 
executive assistant. He then 
joined a New York investment 
firm as a commodity specialist 
and security analyst.

Convair President Joseph T. 
MceNarney made the presentations 
during the February Convair SD 
Management Club meeting last 
week at the El Cortez Hotel. 

In his presentation, MeNarney 
traced cost reduction activities 


within each division for the past 


year and singled out the indivi- 
dual efforts of Lang and Gagnon 
for their outstanding efforts on 
behalf of the program. 

“Cost reduction is a duty to 
every man and woman at Convair, 
if we are to retain our company’s 
position in a highly competitive 
business,” MceNarney said. 

Gagnon, a Dept. 321 (Palm- 
dale) foreman, and Lang, a Dept. 
758 supervisor, received engraved 
plaques, plus purchase certifi- 
cates for gifts of their choice. In 
addition, their names were added 
to perpetual plaques presented to 
Division Managers J. R. Dempsey 
of Astro and B. F. Coggan of 
San Diego by McNarney. Gag- 
non’s name is the fourth on the 
SD plaque, while Lang’s is the 
first for Astro. 

San Diego Division had 21 men 
qualifying for the award this 
year. Their combined savings for 
the company totaled $1,422,955. 
Astro had six candidates who ac- 
counted for a combined savings 
of $468,756 last year. 

Robert C. Tait, president of 
Stromberg-Carlson, was the prin- 
cipal speaker. J. V. Naïsh, Con- 
vair’s executive vice president, 
served as master of ceremonies. 
Special guests included members 
of the General Dynamics Corpora- 
tion Management Board, plus 
local representatives of Strom- 
berg-Carlson.

Convair employee or wife or de- 
pendent has received a transfu- 
sion, giving name and depart- 
ment, etc. No blood can be re- 
leased until AFTER the San Di- 
ego Blood Bank has supplied 
blood and submitted a bill. 

Blood donations are voluntary, 
but employees were reminded 
that there is no way of knowing 
when they or their families will 
require the services of the pro- 
gram. When solicited, donors sign 
up and receive an appointment 
time. In the past, one of the big- 
gest difficulties in the program 
has been the large number (20 to 
25 per cent) who have signed up 
but failed to show. Another is 
that many faiïl to heed the re- 
quirement NOT to eat or drink 
cream or milk during the four- 
hour period prior to their ap- 
pointments. These cannot be ac- 
cepted as donors. 


Astro Production to Continue 
Despite Shift to New Plant 


Convair Astronautics is expect- 
ing no slowdown or curtailments, 
even temporarily, of Atlas missile 
production schedules as a result 
of forthcoming shifts of equip- 
ment and personnel into the new 
Kearny Mesa plant site. 

The move is set to begin this 
weekend (March 7). It will ex- 
tend eventually through most of 
the summer months. 


By the end of March over 2,000 
office workers are expected to be 
at the new site. Subsequent 
moves will see practically all but 
direct factory workers relocated 
by late May. Factory employees 
are scheduled to begin moving 
around June 1. 


Astronautics has worked out 
some exacting schedules to insure 
continued production despite the 
transfer of employees and equip- 
ment. Parts and sub-assembly 
backlogs are being built up to 
supply normal operations while 
relocation is in progress, W. L. 
Young, Astronautics manager of 
operations, indicated. 

Installation of new machinery 
in the factory building at the new 
site has been progressing, even 
though construction is not com- 
plete, W. J. Stanley, Astro’s chief 
plant engineer, said. 

“Our present manufacturing fa- 
cilities at Plant 1 constitute only 
about half of what we will have 
available ultimately at the new 
site,” Stanley said. “Much new 
equipment, machinery, etc., is ar-

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riving daily or being taken out of 
storage and installed in the new 
manufacturing building. 

“This equipment is being pre- 
pared: for use during relocation 
of machinery now in use at Plant 
1,” Stanley added. 


Most services are scheduled to 
begin Monday (March 10) at the 
new site. The dining room area 
in the cafeteria will serve food 
brought in from Plant 1 kitchens. 
Mail, telephone, teletype and 
Western Union service will be 
available. Parking lots will be 
open, along with four pedestrian 
gates. 

Astro’s transportation unit will 
operate half-hour bus service be- 
tween the site and Plant 1. Serv- 
ice from Plant 1 is on the hour 
in the morning and on the half- 
hour after lunch. Return service 
is on the half-hour in the morn- 
ings and on the hour after lunch. 

One interim move for about 
165 employees is in prospect for 
the first week in April. Part of 
the customer support group now 
in Bldg. 8 will move at that time 
to the Mallen Bldg. on El Cajon 
Blvd.

“I am sure I speak for many 
more Convair families, who 
have been helped as we were, 
in extending thanks to the un- 
selfish donors,” Cruz said. “At 
the time we needed blood, my 
wife was expecting our third 
child and finances were close. 
The $125 the blood program 
saved us was a very big help.” 


Rain Suspends 
Desert Flying 


Convair Palmdale flight opera- 
tions experienced a material slow- 
down during recent heavy rains 
which flooded streets in many 
areas and caused a shut-down of 
Antelope Valley schools. 

Rainfall during the two-day 
storm Feb. 20-21 varied from 2.79 
inches at Lake Hughes to little 
more than half inch on the east- 
side. U. S. Air Force Plant 42, 
site of Convair Palmdale facility, 
was not as hard hit as many 
areas with just .82 inches re- 
corded, but overcast skies on top 
of the rain caused cancellation 
of most flights. Surrounding 
mountain areas were covered 
with snow. 

The unfavorable weather con- 
ditions resulted in suspension of 
some flight line activities on both 
days. 

During the height of the storm 
Thursday (Feb. 20) eight Army 
H-21 Vertol helicopters, unable 
to make their way through Tejon 
Pass, landed at Palmdale to re- 
fuel and wait out the storm.

assigned full responsibility for 
the project to W. J. Dewey of 
master planning. 

Miller Smith will be the local 
representative for Canadair. 

A series of high-level meetings 
between Convair and Canadair 
continues as final legal and tech- 
nical details of the program are 
ironed out. 

One phase of the agreement 
calls for the immediate acquisi- 
tion of two Convair 440s by Ca- 
nadair. These airplanes were 
flown away from San Diego last 
week. They will be converted to 
executive interiors and turned 
over to the RCAF for temporary 
use. 

While the bulk of the 440 tool- 
ing will go to Canada, equipment 
for production of control surfaces 
(ailerons, flaps, rudders, etc.) 
will be retained. These items will 
be fabricated at San Diego’s 
Plant 1 and shipped to Canada. 
Also to be retained are sufficient 


tools to allow Convair to meet 
forecasted spares production. 

Canadair has established an 
ambitious program calling for 
tooling on the program to begin 
late this month, fabrication by 
June and full production by mid- 
1959. 

Toward that end, Convair is 
making every effort to expedite 
transfer of such items as engi- 
neering data and plans. Some of 
these will go via air. Other trans- 
portation media will be utilized 
as items are readied with due 
consideration given to sea trans- 
portation via the Panama Canal 
and St. Lawrence River when the 
latter is clear of ice. 

Power plants for the new Ca- 
nadair transport will be Eland-6, 
produced in England by D. Na- 
pier and Son, Ltd. This firm has 
gained extensive experience in 
flying a converted Convair 340. 
Pacific Airmotive of Los Angeles 
is currently converting a Convair 


440 for Napier power plants.

an interest in the West Coast, 
and he moved to Los Angeles in 
1938 to open his own investment 
firm.

He joined Consolidated Vultee 
in September, 1949, in the dual 
post of corporate director of con- 
tracts and San Diego manager of 
contracts. Less than a year later 
he was elected vice president of 
contracts. 


On Dec. 12, 1952, Naiïish be- 
came executive vice president, 
and he retained that position 
when Convair was merged into 
General Dynamics on April 830, 
1954. Naïsh was elected to the 
Dynamics board of directors and 
served until April, 1957, when he 
was named to the corporations 
board of management. 

MeNarney joined Consolidated 
Vultee as president and director 
on March 3, 1952, after more than 
36 years’ service with the U. $. 
Army and Aïr Force. When Con- 
vair was merged into General 
Dynamics, he was elected a senior 
vice president and director of the 
corporation.

Jet 880's Engines Run 
Amid lce and Snow 


And Hurricane Winds 


Mt. Washington, N.H., where 
test runs with the Convair 880’s 
jet engines started last month, is 
reputed to have the nations 
worst weather. 

At least a dozen Convair San 
Diego men will attest this fact. 

Six Convair men are at the 
site at present, headed by J. A. 
Brown, senior thermodynamics 
engineer. D. W. Pletcher, W. W. 
Lovelace and R. B. Mortensen 
of engineering and R. W. 
Thomas and Fred Keltner of 
experimental factory round out 
the crew. 

Current tests, expected to last 
about five weeks, are being made 
to determine the capabilities of 
the 880’s power plants under ex- 
treme weather conditions. In use 
is a bell-mouth test stand erected 
in a test building which can be 
opened at both ends during tests 
(Convairiety, Aug. 21, 1957). 
Checks are being made on anti- 
icing systems and other compon- 
ents by allowing freezing winds 
to flow into and around the en- 
gine mounted within the stand. 

Known as the Aeronautical 
Icing Research Laboratories, the 
installation is operated for the 
Air Force by a private firm. Con- 
vair men have performed tests 
there on the R3Y transport, the 
F-102A and F-106A interceptors 
and the 880. 

Mt. Washington is about 130 
miles north of Boston near the 
Canadian border. The test site is 
situated on a rocky, barren peak 
6,288 feet above sea level. For 
eight months of the year it is 
accessible only by ‘“‘weasels” and 
“sno-cats.” Supplies, food and 
test equipment are stored during 
the months the roads are passable 
to heavy equipment. Convair men 
located their equ'pment there 
last September. 

Winds at the peak reach hurri- 
cane force (75 mph) at some 
time every month of the year. 
However, wind velocities of up to 
231 mph have been recorded, the 
highest ever noted on earth. Snow 
measures 177 inches annually 
with March the peak month. 
Clouds form about the peak 65 
per cent of the time, adding 
moisture which quickly freezes on 
contact with the smallest sur- 
face, creating grotesque shapes 
and patterns. 

Inhabitants during the test 
season include only those per- 
forming tests, plus a token force 
to serve them. There is also à 


small weather station. Life ïs 
confined to the test buildings, a 
dormitory and the weather sta- 
tion. Spare hours are whiled away 
watching TV, listening to the 
radio, reading or playing cards. 

Vic Hudson, thermo group en- 
gineer, reports life at the site is 
rugged. Foul weather gear must 
be worn at all times. Movement 
in the gale-like winds is difficult 
and it is often necessary to crawl 
from one point to another. Equip- 
ment can only be moved manually 
and the danger of winds whipping 
away protective clothing is al- 
Ways paramount. 

“But food is good and the 
men find time passes quickly,” 
Hudson said. ‘“Naturally, a 
high point once or twice each 
week is the arrival of the snow 
vehicles from below with mail 
and new arrivals.” 

Convair men reach the site in 
a round-about way. They fly to 
Boston, take a train to Conway, 
N.H., a taxi to the mountain base 
and the snow vehicles the eight 
miles to the summit. 

“It often takes longer for the 
last 30 miles than it does for the 
first 2,000,” Hudson said.

tion, and additionally may be 
subject to arrest and fine,” Mason 
said. 

Frank Merritt, SD chief of in- 
dustrial security, advised all 
drivers of cars not licensed in 
California to contact a Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles office to 
determine their status. The main 
office is at 310 Cedar in San 
Diego. There are others in Chula

CJ-805 TURBOJET 
ENDS 1,000-HOUR 
ENDURANCE TESTS 


A successful 1,000-hour opera- 
tional endurance test on the CJ- 
805 turbojet engine destined to 
power Convair’s 880 jet transport 
was completed recently by Gen- 
eral Electric. 

Simulating 600 individual air- 
line flights ranging from 375 to 
1,235 miles long, the tests lasted 
four months. Conditions were set 
up to give the engine the most 
severe endurance checks possible, 
with frequent starting and stop- 
ping. 

The CJ-805 is the commercial 
version of GE’s military J-79 
which has proved highly effective 
on the Convair B-58 supersonic 
bomber as well as other Air 
Force and Navy aircraft. 

Equipped with a thrust reverser 
(for braking) and a sound sup- 
pression unit which will reduce 
noise level to that of a conven- 
tional four-engine aircraft, the 
CJ-805 is rated in the 10,000- 
pound thrust class. 

The Convair 880 will be equip- 
ped with four of these engines 
mounted in pods below the wings.

Brightly Painted F-106B Arrives 


At Edwards After 


Convair’s engineering flight 
test center at Edwards Air Force 
Base last week received its first 
F-106B, two-place version of the 
E-106A now in the midst of an 
extensive flight test program 
there. 

The F-106B is designed to car- 
ry tWo persons, one seated behind 
the other in a tandem arrange- 
ment. This is in contrast to the 
TE-102A which carries two in 
side-by-side seats. 

The initial F-106B made its

“Old 927, Wartime B-24 


That Flew as Transport, 


Returns to San Diego Carrying General Clay 


An “old friend” in the form of 
a much-traveled B-24 returned to 
a scene of former glory briefly 
late last month when it parked 
for a few hours outside Convair 
San Diego’s security fences. 

Scores of Convair employees 
viewed the visitor, but few recog- 
nized it as an airplane closer to 
Convair than thousands of similar 
ships turned out during World 
War II. 

The B-24, number “AM-927” 
rolled off San Diego assembly 
lines during war days and was 
immediately converted into an 
executive aircraft. It flew exten- 
sively in that capacity between 
the 13-plant network that was 
then Consolidated Vultee. 

Shortly after the end of the 
war it was sold to Continental 
Can Co. It is now based at Mor- 
ristown, N.J. B. B. Heath, the 
present pilot, indicated AM-927 
amassed over 6,000 hours flying 
for Convair, while his company 
has added as many more hours 
since taking it over. 

Convair actually had two B- 
24s operating out of San Diego. 
The other, ‘“AL-610,’ carried 
passengers on a route that in- 
cluded San Diego, Fort Worth 
and Washington. It, too, was sold 
at the conclusion of the war. 


AM-927 brought Gen. Lucius 
Clay, USA ret., president of Con- 
tinental Can, to San Diego for a 
speech before local Red Cross 
workers. 


New Technique Permits 
Close Inspection Inside 


B-58's Wing 


Engineers at Convair Fort 
Worth have taken a tip from the 
medical profession for a way to 
inspect the sealed-tight insides 
of the B-58’s delta wing. 

They have adapted the principle 
of the doctor’s gastroscope (in- 
troduced via the patient’s throat 
to give a view of the stomach) 
and the bronchoscope (which pro- 
vides a close look at tissue inside 
the lungs). 

The new development is called 
a borescope. About the size of a 
soda straw, it can be inserted into 
the B-58 wing through a bolt 
hole. Other “soda straws” supply 
light. 

Frank W. Davis, Convair FW 
chief engineer, got the original

Expansion of Testing Facilities 
At SD Seaplane Ramp Continues 


Construction work on the initial 
phase of an extensive “face lift- 
ing” for the Convair San Diego 
seaplane ramp was scheduled to 
start this week. 

The project includes five phases 
and will extend into 1960. 

The initial program involves a 
two-story concrete test building 


: | to be located adjacent to the old 


canvas-sided hangar previously 
used for static testing and known 
to Convair people as the “Blue 
Goose.” 

Also slated for early considera- 
tion will be the pouring of twa 
thick concrete slabs, one east and 
another south of the two-story 
structure, which will be covered 
at a later date. 

Bids are due to be returned to 
Convair by March 12 and con- 
struction to start by the end of 
March on the erection of per- 
manent walls for the “Blue 
Goose.” 

One unique feature of the new 
two-story building will be an 
elaborate data station connected 
by direct line to the electronic 
data machines in Bldg. 54, Plant 
1. This will make possible rapid 
transmittal of data to processing 


centers. 

Build-up of the elaborate test- 
ing facilities at the seaplane 
ramp has extended over the past 
several years.

idea while in a doctor’s office. 
He wondered to himself if the 
medical “periscopes” could be 
adapted for use in hard-to-get- 
at areas in the Hustler’s wings. 
V. D. Palmer of wing design 
was detailed to investigate and 
develop a new technique. 


Palmer visited local medical 
clinics and laboratories and re- 
ported that though no existing 
equipment would work the prin- 
ciple was good. He then contacted 
medical instrument manufacturers 
explaining the need for a viewer 
and a means of introducing 
powerful light, bright enough to 
see by and even to take photo- 
graphs. 

Experimental model borescopes 
were produced by a New York 
firm, American Cystroscope Mak- 
ers, and by Plummer and Ker- 
shaw of Philadelphia. 

The  precision-built  viewers 
contain an internal lens system. 
The eyepiece gives a greatly 
magnified view. The lens is so 
small that it can be covered by 
the lead in a blunt pointed peneil. 


Never before had a borescope 
of such a length been constructed 
in diameters so small. 


“Our big problem still was 
how to get enough light inside 
the wing to be able to use the 
viewers,” said Palmer. 

Medical scopes are built to see 
areas just inches away from the 
scope’s lens. Very little light is 
needed. Thus the medical scopes 
require only a tiny bulb. 

“But we would be looking in- 
side fuel tanks,’ Palmer ex- 
plained. “We could not risk the 
possibility of a broken bulb. We 
had to have a light source out- 
side the tank—but one that could 
be ‘piped’ inside.” 

The Plummer and Kershaw 
firm used reflectors, condensing 
lenses, à hemispherical prism and 
a light-conducting quartz rod to 
put together a satisfactory light. 

The instrument reflects light 
from a 50-watt bulb. Condensing 
lenses focus it to the end of the 
quartz rod. From the end of the 
rod, other lenses and a prism 
| shine it where it’s needed. 

Convair Fort Worth now had 
.198-inch diameter tools for in- 
spection. After each few hours 
of supersonic flight, engineers 
simply remove a few bolts in the 
wing, lower the lights and view- 
ers, and begin taking an inside 
look. 

As a refinement, Palmer at- 
tacked the problem of photo- 
graphing via the scopes. 

Working with Bill Williams of 
flight test photo he now has de- 
veloped a workable technique re- 
sulting in photos which can be 
circulated among engineers. 

There seems to be no end to 
the bolt-hole possibilities. Palmer 
worked with Darrell Miller, 
Frank Vileta and L. C. Strange 
to come up with a “spray gun 
attachment” to dye-check cracks. 
In this manner they can deter- 
mine whether a questionable line 
is merely a scratch—or a crack. 

If it turns out to be a crack, 
the wing design group may soon 
supply a way to fix it—through 
a bolt hole. They are now work- 
ing on a .flexible drill for use in 
stop drill operations. 


Daingerfield Free 
Of Injury For Year 


Convair Daingerfield is well 
into its second year of an in- 
jury-free safety record in which 
employees worked over 650,000 
manhours without lost-time in- 
juries. 

Not included in this figure 
is some 50,000 manhours of in- 
jury-free time compiled at the 
plant by Navy personnel and 
others who are not Convair 
employees. 

The division has had other 
long injury free periods, includ- 
ing the interval from Septem- 
ber 28, 1953, to March 9, 1955. 
The one-year mark in the pres- 
ent unbroken safety record was 
reached Feb. 5.
